Bennett Clarke Hyde, husband of a niece of 
Col. Thomas H. Swope, wae named today by 
the coroner's jury as the man who caused 
the milionaire’s death. 

Dr. Hyde was not charged with felonious 
intent in the administration of the strychnine 
capsule which caused Col. Swope's death, but 
was not acquitted of euch intent. The 
jury’s verdict was embiguous on this point. 
It read as followe: 

We, the coroner's jury, duly summoned,

A moment later the jury was excused from 
its work.

Pittsburg Millionaire Takes 
$250,000 Out of Their Hides.’ 


LOCKS THEM IN A ROOM, 


Fists Avenge Squande ring of Money on 
Gay Chorus Girls. 


Pittsburg, Nu., Feb. 9.--[Special.}-A. R. 
Peacock, who years ago was taken from a 
New York store by Andrew Carnegie and put 
in the way of accumulating a fortune of $15,- 
000,000, again hes startled Pittsburg. 

Finding that two of his employés, through 
carelessness or worse, had squandéred about 
$250,000 of his money, he locked himself in 
a room with each of the delinquent ones in 
turn, and beat them both soundly with his 
fists. Then he chaged them from his offices, 
declining to prosecute. 

Several months ago Mr. Peacock, becoming 
suspicious that things were going wrong, em- 
ployed detectives to watch certain of his em- 
pioyée.

Some of the Bulgarians, I am told, are mcna— 


ants. I asked the overseer how this came about. 
He said it was due to blocd; that the Bulgarians 
are not spendthrifts and the Roumanians are. 
He also admits that the Bulgarians are stronger 
and hardier and more enduring than the Rou 
manians, but that whereas physically they su: - 
pass the Roumanians, they are not their equals 
mentally. He insists also that the Bulgarian 
women are not as beautiful as the Roumanta !

He also knew 
of Servians who had lived in the vicinity anu 
who had gone to America. I asked him why tnw 
Hungarian Roumanians emigrated, while his 
own countrymen did not. His reply was frank 
and interesting. 

He said that the Magyars oppressed the Tran- 
sylvanian Roumanians, giving them neither the 
civil nor religious freedom which they enjoyed 
in Roumania. But he added that the Hungarian 
Roumanian is more enterprising and more civ- 
ilized, for he has longer been in contact with 
an advanced European culture, whereas the 
Roumanian proper has been constantly at war, 
and until recently under Turkish domination. 


Each Nation Criticises Others. 

The Roumanian maintains that the Magyar 
oppresses the Roumanians of Transylvania; tne 
Magyar retorts that the Roumanian’ oppresses 
the Jews and does not even extend to his own 
peasantry as much freedom as the Roumanian 
enjoys in Transylvania.

COURT RESTRAINS OKLAHOMA 
FROM ENFORCING 2 CENT FARE 


Federal Judge Hook Holds Lines Are 
Not Barning a Fair Income on In- 
vestment—Appeal to Be Taken. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 9.—Temporary injunc- 
tions were formally issued today in the 
United. States Circuit court against the state 
of Oklahoma apd the Oklahoma corporation 
commission, restraining them from further 
enforcement of the 2 cent passenger fare and 
certain railroad freight rates. The state wil! 
appeal. 

The orders followed an opinion delivered 
by Judge Hook in which he held the evidence 
showed that by the present rates in Okla- 
homa the rallroads were not earning a fair 
income on their investment. 

Judge Hook held that in determining the 
earning power of a railroad doing an inter- 
state and local business there is a tendency 
to deny that outstanding bonds and stocks 
are evidences of value. He said these must 
be taken.into account. Judge Hook said: 

„The number of tons hauled one mile has 
no bearing on the value of property save as 
revenue is produced. Passengers are not 
hauled by weight and the passenger and ton 
mile cannot be reduced to a common term.”
